Last Au- 
tumn he laid down 600 acres with wheat, but 
was somewhat late and out of season in getting 
it sown. The Sp unprecedentedly 
wet, the UL neve was in maturing, extreme 
hot weather set in, and his wheat, which till 
then looked well, was in one rendered 
nearly worthless, The long continued rains in 
Spring had given them no season for oats, and 
Indian corn for the same cause been plant- 
ed out of season, with the land in an unfavorable 
state, and the breadth very limited.
